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Communist troops in Sian (108-5), 3h-16) consist largely of local militiamen, 
with very few repular troops. Their arma and equipment were captured from 
the Nationalistas they bave no weapons or equipment of Soviet manufacture. 


There are a large number of Yommmnist Party and government organizations 

in Sian. The number of factories has also increased greatly, but all of thom 
ave in the light industry category. There is only one arsenal and only one 
railway repair aher. 


F°ENG Te-kmad., chairman of the Northwest “ilitary and Administrative 
Comaities, very seldon stays at Sian or attends meetings there. The 
militery end pelitical administration of Sian ia actually in the hands of 
HSE Ching~siun (YF £2 ), seoretiary of the Northwest Bureau, and CHANG 
Taung-aua (Ge oP i ), deputy commancer of the 1 Field Army. 


Ravairs and construction work on the airfield at Sian which were begun 
early in February have now been completed, 


The highwey between Sian and Ch'ongty via Hanchung (107-01, 30-40) has 
been repaized and reinforced.
